Prof. J. H. Connell of Dallas, J. 
M. Vance of San Antonio, C. H an ­ 
son of Rockdale, and Prof. J. W. 
Carson of College, secretary of the 
congress, visited Bryan yesterday 
as representatives of the Farm ers’ 
Congress executive committee to 
hold a conference with business 
men and citizens of Bryan relative 
to matters pertaining to the ap­ 
proaching meeting of the Farm ers’ 
Congress at College July 25, 26 
and 27, beginning at 8 a. rn., on 
the morning of July 25. 
A meeting was held at Carnegie 
hall at l l o’clock, Prof. L. L. Mc* 
Innis being called to the chair, 
Prof. Connell, president 
of the 
Farmers’Congress, acted as spokes­ 
man for the committee, and laid 
two propositions or suggestions be­ 
fore the meeting. 
The first proposition related to 
accommodations for the big crowd 
expected at the congress this year, 
the 
committee desiring to find 
homes in Bryan for at least one 
hundred persons. 
The plans of 
the committee provide for securing 
a special train to operate between 
Bryan and College on a convenient 
schedule, giving parties who wish 
to stay in town a chance togo back 
and forth to meetings, and also 
giving the people of Bryan a better 
chance to attend than they have 
ever had. 
It is desired to give the 
visitors who stay in town lodging 
and breakfast, a n d a lunch stand 
under the management of the con­ 
gress will be provided on the 
grounds at College. 
Prof. Connell 
stated that the growth and success 
of the congress in the past warrants 
the belief that there will be 2000 


visitors in attendance this year, 
and representative men are expect­ 
ed from every county in the state. 
The meeting promptly responded 
to the plan and a motion 
was 
adopted authorizing the chair to 
appoint a committee of three to 
secure-such accommodations as are 
desired in Bryan. 
The chair nam ­ 
ed John B. Mike as chairman of 
this committee, the other two mem­ 
bers to be announced later. 
The second proposition made by 
Prof. Connell was in reference to 
county exhibits 
of agricultural 
products at the congress, such as 
Brazos county had at the congress 
two years ago, under the manage­ 
ment of Mr. Walter Wipprecht, 
and which took the prize over a1! 
competitors 
on 
that 
occasion. 
Prof. Connell stated that the com­ 
mittee had a conference Friday 
evening with the College authori­ 
ties and found them unanimously 
in favor of having exhibits. 
To 
this end appointments have been 
made from the faculty, and Prof. 
F. S. Johnston will have charge of 
agricultural exhibits; Prof. E. J. 
Kyle will have charge of horti­ 
cultural exhibits, and Prof. F. IL. 
Marshall of live stock exhibits. 
As a further inducement for 
county exhibits, it was mentioned 
that the Dallas and San Antonio 
faris have jointly offered a premium 
of $50 for the beet county exhibit 
made at the congress this year. 
The suggestion was also made that 
a list of merchants’ premiums of­ 
fered for individual competition in 
the Brazos county exhibit be got­ 
ten up to further increase the in­ 
terest. 
Those present at the meet­ 
ing also endorsed this proposition 
and it was defiintely determined to 
have a Brazos county exhibit at 
the congress this year.

getting up such an exhibit and to 
secure the list of merchants’ pre­ 
miums:

Em ploy#™ Declare 
That 
Thay Will 
Make No More Concessions. 
Chicago, June 9.—That the team sters 
m ust meet all conditions laid down 
by the employers or declare the strike 
off without making any settlem ent now 
seems to be the logical outcome of the 
struggle. 
Another attem pt to arrange 
for a new peace conference resulted 
in the reiteration by the employers 
that they would make no further con­ 
cessions. 
A general meeting of the 
Chicago Team Owners' association will 
be held to vote on the proposition to 
deliver to the strike affected houses. 
An affirmative decision will precipitate 
a walkout of 8000 team sters. 
The announcement was made by the 
Employer's 
Teaming company that 
men are reporting daily to its agents 
in seven cities and it will be possible 
to rush to Chicago 400 men per day 
In the event of further extension of the 
strike. 
The garm ent workers, the original 
cause of the present strike, have come 
to the conclusion that the team sters 
have forgotten the “sympathy* which 
two months ago 
prompted them to 
strike in aid of the tailors. At a m eet­ 
ing of all locals 
the 
following 
was 
adopted: 
“Resolved, In the event of the Team ­ 
sters’ union calling off their strike in 
the absence of this organization, that 
such action shall not term inate in any 
way the struggle which tho garm ent 
workers are carrying on against the 
National Wholesale Tailors’ association 
unless the team sters' settlem ent carries 
with it a satisfactory settlem ent of the 
garm ent workers’ question.”

A D V E R S E T O P A T R IC K . 


By One Majority Court of Appeals U p ­ 
holds Lower Tribunal.
